The increase now makes tho 
county's contribution to the West- 
ern Palm Beach County Hospital 
Board $800 a month, Rardin said.

County Welfare 
Plan Explained 
To Woman’s Club 


Members of the Pahokee Wom- 
an’s Club were given fa compre- 
hensive picture of the welfare 
work being provided for in Palm 
Beach County, and in particular 
the Glades area, by the Board of 
County Commissioners in a talk by 
County Commissioner Paul Rardin 
at a meeting in the clubhouse 
Tuesday night. 

He-gave as total budget for wel- 
fare work in the county $115,000 
plus $20,000 for veteran’s bureau 
Items included, were general wel- 
fare work, $48,000; hospitalization 
$45,000; T.. B. work, $10,000; 
mother’s pensions, . $9,000, and 
pauper burials, $3,000.

They tell a story about the pelix 


Y cans on the West Coast who hung 


around the fish houses and were 
fed by the fishermen. Whenever 
-the boats came in the fishermen 
-would throw sardines to the birds. 
“The pelicans quit looking for their 
-own food and simply waited to be 
fed. They got so fat and lazy it 
was even difficult for them to fly. 

When the war came on and all 
fishing craft was ordered to stay 
“in port because of mines and other 
‘dangers, food for the pelicans. be~ 
came scarce. Still the birds hung 
‘around the fish houses and scream- 
ed their heads off. The fishermen 
were sorry for them but there was 
nothing they could do about it. 

One ‘day a. fisherman happened 
to take a trip to a barren stretch 
of beach where he noted a flock 
of pelicans diving after minnows 
and feeding themselves. Suddenly, 
he got an idea. With the aid ut 
-Some friends he captured a few ot 
these active pelicans and took 
‘them back home with him. 

He realized that the pelicans the 
fishermen had been feeding all 
this time had just naturally for- 
gotten how to care for themselves 
He figured that if he turned these 
active birds loose they would go to 
fishing and the lazy shiftless peli- 
cans would see them getting food 
and start feeding themselves 
again. And he.was right. The 
starving birds got the idea in nc 
time and, while they found it diř- 
ficult at first as they were out of 
practice, before very long they 
were holding their own with the 
other birds. 

Ever since the advent of the 
“new deal” a lot of folks in this 
country and in other countries un- 
der our influence are just like those 
pelicans. The government with a 
Jot of silly paternalistic ideas hag 
undertaken to feed and clothe and 
care for everybody. A lot of folks 
found that by taking advantage ‘ot 
the situation they could get by 
without working. Whenever ahv 
attempt was made to get them tc 
work or assume responsibility they 
became indignant and contended 
that “ the government owed them 
a living.” Shrewd politicians, con- 
cerned with votes, sided with them 


and screamed for larger and eve: |: 


larger appropriations. People whic 
still worked for a living were tax- 
ed more and more to care for the 
lazy and shiftless who wouldn’t 
work. « 

Then we found that in the wake 
of war whole countries were desti- 
tute. We took on the humanitar- 
jan job of supplying their needs 
feeding their peopie and caring for 
them and the burden becomes 
steadily heavier. Bureaucrats and 
politicos called for billions and bil- 
lions for their relief. Acute short- 
ages of all manner of goods de- 
veloped at home because so muca 
of our resources’ were being sent 
overseas. In these countries. Amer- 
ica was feeding and caring for 

_ millions of people, a large per- 
' centage of them who weré doing 
E nothing for themselves. They just 
took everything we sent'and yelled 

for more. ‘ 4 

Over in Germany an American 
farm boy who had learned how to 
take care of himself, had been\a 

_ Future Farmer and a member ot 
the National Junior’ Vegetable 
Growers, noted that there was 
plenty of good fertile soil near 
where he was camped but nobody 
was doing anything about it. The 
people stood in line every day to 

` get their ration of American focd 
or supplies and made ,no effort tc 
help themselves. , 

‘This farm boy wrote to his con- 
gressman and asked for a` supply 
of seeds. The congressman sent 

4 them and then the boy got busy 
He gathered together a group ot 
German boys and girls, told therm’ 
how the boys and girls of America 
formed. clubs and entered inta 
competition in growing vegetables 
‘and livestock. He managed to get 
a few garden-tools and made oth- 
ers of scrap terials; then he 

: «showed them how to make gardens 

+ and all his seed was planted and

the crop given loving care and at- 
tention by these German kids. 

When the crop was finally har- 
vested fresh vegetables and food- 
stuffs for over 100 German fami- 
lies. It didn’t cost the taxpayers 
of America a penny unless you 
want to figure the cost of the geod, 
the congressman sent and the sold- 
iers pay this young farm poy G. I. 
received. If one American boy 
could figure out a way to help 
these people of Europe help them: į 
selves why couldn’t others be help- 
ed-the same way. 

The story of the American boy 
and the vegetable garden in Gerni- 
any seems to parallel the story ot 
the West Coast pelicans. Maybe it 
we applied a little more practical 
everyday common sense in trying 
to solve the European problem we 
could do it without spending so 
many billions and at the same 
time would be giving the people ot 
these countries a chance to regain 
their self respect instead of .play- 
ing the role of beggers and loafers. 

But such a simple solution is be- 
yond the comprehension of the dip- 
lomats, the bureaucrats and poli- 
ticians. All they. know is appropri- 
ate and spend, appropriate and 
gpend, when the real answer to the 
problem is “WORK and SAVE”.
